| in condemning his methods as dramatic and his language as 
undignified. 
As to the correctness of the first charge there is no doubt. He 


is dramatic. No other evangelist has approached him in the 
com- 


pleteness with which he "suits the action to the word." 


He needs a whole stage—and a large one, too. No "pent up 


Utica" will suffice him for a platform, and it needs to be an big up 
and down as from side to side. Hs not only paces from end of the 
platform to the other, but he often climbs on top of the pulpit, and 
sometimes he lies down on the flcor. He tries to keep within reach- 


ing distance of his rising climaxes, and when he is looking into the 
abode of Satan he gets a« close to the lower regions as the platform 
will permit. 


But why should his dramatic manner be counted as a fault? 


What are gestures for if not to emphasize a point?. And who is in 
position to set bounds to the gesture? It may not be scholarly to 
gesticulate violently. If so, those who are more anxious to be 
scholarly than to be effective will avoid aaything that seems too 
emotional. 


But Mr. Sunday is not dealing with the head alone; he 
often 


addresses himself to the mind, and the scholar will find many splen 
did pieces of literature in his sermons; but his aim is to reach the 
heart, for "out of the heart are the issues of life". He is justified in 
swinging his arms, his legs or his whole body, if by so doing he can 
drive home the appeal which he is making—and does he not do this 
very thing?

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Says English As Much To Blame As 


Germany For Sinking Of The Lusitania 


Graphic impressions of war- 


torn Europe are given in an in- 
terview by Omer Brandon, -rep- 
resentative of the Parsons com- 
pany, Newton, la., who is here 
demonstrating a 
big trench-dig- 


rring machine, which the A. E. 
Miller Construction company re- 
cently purchased., 


Mr. Brandon ;was in Moscow at 


the time war was declared and 
returned home on the Lusitania, 
which was torpedoed on the next 
journej' across the Atlantic. 
He 


later returned to Franco to dem- 
onstrate the trench-digging ma- 
chine to the army officials and 
expects to go back 
to 
France 


sometime in March. 


"I had delivered one of our ma- 


chines to the Russian officials at 
Moscow and was 
there demon- 


strating it for road construction 
work when war was declared," 
Mr. Brandon said. "Of.conrse, at 
.Moscow. there was 
considerable 


excitement. Crowds of students 
thronged the streets, carrying 
Servian and Russian flags. It 
\vas about the same sort ot: a dem- 
onstration that we have here, aft- 
er a football game. They were 


just out to create' an impression 
on the people. 


•''I was. in Moscow for fifteen, 


days, after the war was declare.!. 
I did not have any trouble but 
had to submit to considerable rfd: 
tape. I took a train to PetrogrW 
and there I took a train 
ai'id 


traveled through 
Finland, .'stop- 


ping at Roma. From Roma I went 
by boat to 
Stockholm, Sweden, 


and from there by train by Bur- 
gan, Norway. At Burgan I took 
a boat for Newcastle, England." 


"In March, 1915, I went back; 


going from London to Bouioiiiio, 
France, where I demonstrated the 
machine as a trench-digger. At 
this time, but little importance wii.-* 
attached to the usefulness of the 
machine in military 
campaigns 


Men were plentiful and most of 
the trenches were made by hand. 


""When they had plenty of men 


they believed that the machine 
presented too formidable appear- 
ance for the artillery but now men 
are scarce and the machines will 
have to be more generally used.

two long parallel lines, with-alter- 
nating breaks in each line, forming 
a perfect network of turns, with just, 
room enough to allow a stretchct to 
pass around the corners.

and then with the earth removed and 
banked in front, the depth is 6 feet.

ing of the Louisiana as the German 
government. There is no question ; 
but what the passengers were warned 
of the danger. 


1 "Wheu.I made the return trip, 1 
know, that the passengers knew what 
chances they were taking. Why re- 
j'duced rates were offered to the pas- 
'sengcrs arid this drew the- crowds 
from the American line ships. If the 
Lusitcnia had been conveyed through 
the da'nger zone by English cruisers, 
she would never have been torpedoed, 
for the-submarine would have at- 
tacked the English war ship first 
and the Lusitania would have gotten 
away," Mr. Brandon says. 


''Tt: looked to'me like the English 


government used. the passengers as 
;a mask to transport their munitions. 
.|I know'when I went over on the 
Adriatic, that there were two big 10- 
incli guns lashed to the deck. .1 was 
told-that nearly.all of the ships wero 
carrying- war material of some sort."

The report of State Exam- 


iner McGuire on the Ports- 
mouth city water works, men- 
tion of which -as made in 
Friday's issue, cu.itains a par- 
agraph that foreshadows an 
increase in water rates for 
Portsmouth consumers due to 
the largely increased cost of 
operating the new plant as 
compared with the old one. 


Tho paragraph in question is 
as follows: 


"The present bonded debt 


of the water works is $751,- 
000, of which $587,500 was 
issued to pay cost and ex- 
penses of construction of the 
new water works system. The 
mlerest charges for the year 
1010 was 530,004.00. 


"Heretofore the interest on

water works bonds was paid 
from the earnings of the plant 
but as the coat of operation 
and maintenance of the new 
plant is greatly in excess of 
the cost of conducting the old 
pumping sUtion, it is not im- 
probable that a portion of the 
annual interest charges wiil 
have to be provided for from 
cent-mi taxes, at least for a 


time, or until the rates are 
equitably adjusted. The plant 
is now furairhing an excellent 
quality of water that may be 
safely used for all purposes, 
and it is reasonable to pre- 
sume that under these condi- 
tions the rivenue from the 
sale of water will be mate- 
rially increased."

pleas for the appointment it a building commission ana the court 
must appoint four suitable and competent freehold electors of the 
county who shall, with the county commissioners, constitute the 
building commission. This commission shall be non-partisan ami 
is empowered to dcterra 1:3 all questions in connection 
with 
the 


building of the courthouse. 


4. The four persons so appointed are paid for the time actually 


employed by them, but in the aggregate not to exceed »'& percent of 
the cost of construction, and must lake an oath nt ollice and give 
bond ior the faithful and honest discharge of their duties. 


5. The building commission employs the architects, superin- 


tendents and other necessary employees and fixes their compensa- 
tion and bonds. The plans and specifications must lie filed with the 
county auditor and may not be altered unless the alteration is ap- 
proved by the commission and Ihe price tn be paid agreed upon in 
writing Between the contractor and the commission. 


6. All resolutions of the commission, such as providing for the 


employment of architects, adoption of plans, award of contracts and 
the like must be in writing and the roll called when presented for 
vole. The votes of five members are .required for adoption and a 
record of each vote must ho kept. All warrants for the payment 
of bills must be signed by at least, five members of (lie commission.

At the request of The Times one of tho ablest lawyers of the 


city has condensed the statutes, applying to the building of a now 
conrthoncc, where there 1ms to be a bond issue. The condensation 
is herewith given and attention is specially directed to the fact, that 
all matters, concerning the erection of the courthouse shall lie with 
a non-partisan- commission, acting in conjunction with the commis- 
sioners and every possible safeguard is provided against graft, 
favoritism and fraud, that the taw can provide. We suggest every 
voter not only read the law carefully, but that ho cut it out and keep 
it for future reference. It will come in handy to meet certain argu- 
ments against the building of a courthouse that he will be freu.uent- 


ly confronted with. 


1. The county commissioners should, by resolution, express a 


determination to erect tho courthouse. 


2. Then submit to the electors the question of issuing county 


tones to pay for it. 


a. If the c'. actors determine to issue tho bonds the county com-
